OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


[ The Lock 'N Safe guards your personal 
stuff! Use the safe to store your al- 
lowance, baseball cards, or play jewel- 
ry. The coin slot at the top lets you 
use the safe as a piggy bank. When 
you enter a code to open the safe, the 
buttons f lash and the door makes a 
creaking sound. The Lock 'N Safe is 
recommended for ages 6 and up. 

IM5TALUMG BATTERIES 

Your safe requires three AA batter- 
ies (not supplied) for power. For the 
best performance and longest life, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline bat- 
teries. 

Cautions: 

I * Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
or different types of batteries. 

1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to 
loosen the screw on the battery 
compartment cover, then lift up 
the cover. 

2 . Put the batteries in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover and tighten the 
screw. 

When the safe stops operating prop- 
erly, replace the batteries. 


Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
safe for several weeks, remove the 
batteries. Batteries can leak chemi- 
cals that can destroy electronic parts. 

U5IMGTHE5AFE 

To open the Lock 'N Safe, you must 
enter a four-digit code. The preset 
code for the safe is 0000. You can ei- 
ther use the preset code or enter 
your own. 

1. Press 0 0 0 0. The green indicator 
lights. 

2 . Rotate the knob clockwise and 
pull open the door. You hear 
creaking sounds. The green 
indicator lights for about five 
seconds. 

Note: If you do not open the 
door within five seconds, the 
green indicator goes off and the 
safe is locked again. 

3. If you enter the wrong code, the 
red indicator f lashes and two 
beeps sound. Try entering the 
code again. 

4. When you finish, close the door 
to lock the safe. 

Note: If the door is kept open for 
more than 20 seconds, the red 
indicator f lashes and the safe beeps 
twice. The safe continues to beep ev- 
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ery 20 seconds. Close the safe door to stop 
the beeping. 

CHANGING THE CODE 

You can change the code to a number that 
means something special to you. 

1. Enter the currently set code and open 
the door. 

2. Press *. Both the red and green indica- 
tors flash and a beep sounds. 

3. Enter the new 4-digit code. 

4. Press # to store your new code. The red 
and green indicators stop flashing. 

Note: If you do not enter a new code 
within about 10 seconds, the red and 
green indicators stop flashing. Start 
over from Step 2. 

5. Close the door of the safe. 

Note: To return the code to 0000, remove 
the batteries, then press any key on the 
safe. Replace the batteries. The safe 
beeps. 


CARE 

Keep the safe dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. Use and store the safe 
only in normal temperature environments. 
Handle the safe carefully; do not drop it. 
Keep the safe away from dust and dirt, and 
wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the safe's in- 
ternal components can cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate its warranty. If your 
safe is not performing as it should, take it 
to your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.
